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IMPARTIAL, NOT NEUTRAL. 
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‘A-quainr old writer, Sir Thomas 
Herbert, who in the year 1684 published 
“Some Yeares Travels iuto Africa and 
Asia the Great,” thus characterises the 
Chinese :— The Chyneses are no quar 
rollers, albeit voluptuous, costly in- 
their sports, great gamesters, and in 
trading too subtle for young morchante ; 
ofttimes so wedded to dicing that, after 
they have lost their whole estate, wife 
and children are staked; yet in.a little 
time, Jew-like, by gleaning here and 
there, they are able to redeem their 
loss; and if uot at the day, wife and 
children are then sold in the market 
for most advantage.”—This estimate 
was formed from observations of the 
Chinese who settled in Java, Borneo, 
Singapore, and Penang, and not from 
any study of the natives of the Middle 
Kingdom in their own country, as 
Herbert never visited China. It is 
carious and interesting, as it is the first 
presentinent of that view of the Chinese 
which has received its most vivid and 
grotesque embodiment in the world. 
renowned “Heathen Chinee” of the 
American bumourist. And both the 
Euglish baronet and the Trans-Atlantic 
litterateur judged the Chinaman from 
specimens seen out of their own country, 
It seems to us that this is by no means 








@ fair thing to do. The Chinamen in. 
Singapore aud the Chinamen in San 
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Francisco aro not good spocimons of: 
tho race. They will be found, off 
course, to possess somo.of tho qualities: 
that epesially stamp the Mongol every- 
whoro and always, but they aro after 
all waifs and strays—mon who, like 
‘Tom Jones, aro not so much “socking 
their fortuno at sca as flying from 
their fortuno ashore.” Wer grant} 
that thore aro some traits in: Sir 
Thomas Horbert’s picture which aro 
accurate; bub. the wholo portrait is 
obviously @ caricature as gross as any 
ovor porpotrated: of the family Briton 
of Goorgo tho Third’s timo, by Gilray 
or Bunbury, It is truo that 4 Ohina- 
man likes games of obance, and onjoys 
tho oxcitemout of speculation with o 
kceon sense of ploasuro in its vicissitudes, 
bnt.to.dub tho: whole nation dicors is a 
flagrant’ misrepresontation, 

‘Tho question as to how far it is fair 
to pass verdicts on nations en bloo is a 
diffloult ono; but it is absurd for 
avy ono to attempt to describe a people, 
60 peouliar as the Chinose, from 
8 fow specimens seon at the gaming 
tablo or the bar of a drinking 
shop. Tho fault of tho old Puritan 
gentleman is reproduced in tho writings 
of modora travellors who pay fying 
visita to tho Hast, and on the strength 
of thrvo or four hours in Hongkong, a 
day and » night in Slinugbai, anda 
week at Yokohama, are prepared to 
sketch tlio character of tho Obineso or 





JTapaneso inn fow tronchant sontences, 
‘and find no difficulty in compressing 
“into hal€ a pago conclusions at which 
voteran residents of twonty years, por- 
feotly versed in tho language, would 
hesitata to say that they hnd arrived. 
Wo havo specimens every year of books 
of travel full of tho strangest and 
most outrageous blunders, and, there. 
fore, havo loss reason to bear hardly 
on tho hasty goncralizations of mon 
like our seventeenth century voyager, 
who bad, compared with tho modern 
« globe-trotter,” scanty means of ac- 
quiting information, and a limited field 
of observation. 

Tt seems idle to hopo that Eastern 
and Western nations will ever grow to 
comprehend cach other. The scenes 
which are constantly disgracing San 
Francisco are proofs of the depth of the 
prejudice which exists against China- 
men.

LEGAL CONSULS: 
‘Ws took oocasion last week to enter a 
protest against the amalgamation of 
the’ offices of Consul and Judge at 
Shanghai, which is believed to be in 
contemplation at the English Foreign 
Office. That there are grounds for 
reducing the present staff of the 
Supreme Court, may be admitted. The 
Tegal business now devolving upon it 
is very much less than it was for the 
first fow years after its organisation ; 
sitd if economy be the object, we admit 
that economy may be effected. But 
doonomy’ is quite another thing from 
abolition, and we cannot express too 
strongly our hope that the English 
Government will be better advised than 
to carry out the scheme which is 
understood to be before it, The idea 
is believed to have emanated from 
Sir Thomas Wade, or at any rate to 
find in him a warm supporter, while 
the voices of Sir Edmund Hornby and 
Sir Julian Pauncefoote are understood 
to be raised in energetic and hitherto 
éffectual protest. It is not difficult to 
understand that a diplomatist should 
wish to control an office whose funo- 
tions sometimes clash inconveniently 
with diplomacy. But for that very 
reason the instinct of most English. 
men will be to preserve the dis- 
tinction, The. inconvenience which 
arose in the Ocean case, where the 
Chinese demurred to the authority 
of the Supreme Court—pleading the 
clauses of the treaty which appoint 
Consular tribunals to decide questions 
between Foreigners and Chineso—can- 
not recur, a8.@ phrase recognising the 
Supreme Court. finds place in the 
Ghefoo Convention. ‘The case may, 
therefore, be discussed simply upon ite 
merits; and wo confess that, that 
difficulty being obviated, wo see no 
remaining argumont of sufficient weight 
to stand for @ moment against the 
very strong objections that occur to us. 

In the first place, the amalgamation 
of the offices in the hands of one in- 
dividual will be to over-work the Con- 
sal. And that difficulty cannot be 
met, even by increasing the Consular 
staff. There is work to which a Consul 
must personally attend, and the time 
pf the Shanghai Consul, within whose 
jurisdiction the port of Chinkeang is 
also’ placed, is quite sufficiently oc- 
cupied, ‘To throw upon the same man 
the duties of a Judge would be simply 
to overweight him, and lead to the 
inefficient performance of some of his 
duties. But perhaps » greater danger 
to. the interests of the public lies in 
the probable appointment from Home 
‘of some briefless barrister ignorant of 
Chinese ways and customs, and who 
would have to go through years of 
training before he would discover the 
idiosynorasies against which men who 
have been trained up in China have 
Jearned more or Jess to be on their 
guard. There. would be danger of 











such a man succumbing to the plausible 
representations which Taotais are oc- 
casionally given to make, on questions 
of law and equity which English cus- 
toms jealously claim to have decided by 
the test of evidence, and not by the influ- 
ences of diplomacy. A barrister who 
could make his way at home wouid 
scarcely accept the post. Yet it would 
take a man of first-class ability and firm 
character and clear perception to dis- 
chargo efficiently two offices always in- 
congruous, and especially so ina country 
like China, If, however, the abolition 
of the Supreme Court be resolved on, 
there is still a way of arranging the 
matter without the pluralism against 
which ‘we protest. Let the British 
Consul at Shanghai be made a Consul. 
General, as he should have been years 
ago, and another official with the title 
of Legal Consul be appointed to attend 
to the law duties which now devolve 
upon the Jndge: Of course it may 
be said that Consuls discharge the 
fonctions both of Consul and Judge at 
the outports, and that there is no reason 
why they should not do so equally 
well at Shanghai. But there are two 
reasons. In the first place'the questions 
of all kinds, and especially the judicial 
‘ones, which arise at the small ports, 
are less frequent and generally less 
important than those at Shanghai. In 
the second place the meri at the out. 
ports are trained consuls; and, if it 
is a question between the two, we 
would much rather see a trained 
consul than a barrister placed in 
charge of the two offices. The former 
would be much less likely. to make a 
mess of tho legal business, than the 
latter would of the political, in such 
country as China. 





‘THE CIVIL WAR IN JAPAN. 
‘Tae nows that tho civil war in Japan 
is near its end will be read with 
universal satisfaction. However much 
we may doubt the wisdom of the extreme 
haste to progress which has excited the 
wonder of onlookers, everyoue sym- 
pathises with the fecling which has 
prompted the effort, and has regretted 
to see the action of the Government 
and the prosperity of the country 
hindered by the rebellion which is now 
drawing to a close. Of what the end 
must be, if the movement were confined 
to the Satsuma clap, there could 
searcely be a doubt from the com- 
mencement. However numerons and 
powerfal,-cae clan could not hold ont 
aloue against the whole force of the 
Government, Personal bravery—and 
Satsuma was admittedly pre-eminent in 
this respect among a brave people— 
could not altogether compensate for 
numerical deficiency; and unless Gene- 
ral Saigo found allies in the neighbour- 
ing provineas, his defeat could only be 
a question of wecks or months. At 
one time, the risk that the movement 
would spread seemed imminent, but the 
sympathy which was undoubtedly felt 
among some classes for the insurgents 








never took an active shape, and‘ we't 
now. told that they have’ been-drivén 
into their last stronghold,-and ‘that:th 
final battle is imminent, if it has not been 
already fought. Let us hope thatthe 
same leniency will be shown ‘by: the 
Government in its victory, -that:was 
exhibited towards the ‘Tokugawa ‘clan 
and its allies at the close ofthe 
struggle which, some ten’: years’ ‘ego, 
resulted in the overthrow of the Tycoon. 
However regrettable may be the speo- 
tacle of a people wasting in civil. wir 
energy and treasure so much needed 
to promote the common welfare, 
the recent straggle may be taken to 
have been an almost inevitable incident 
in the course of change which “Jepan 
is now undergoing. - Some outbreak of 
conservative hostility to that. change 
was certain to ocour; and although 
Satsuma took the lead in the reform 
which abolished the Tycdonate and 
restored real power to the hands of the 
Mikado, it has shown little sympathy 
with the haste to adopt foreign customs 
that bas distinguished the policy of the 
Tycoon’s successors in power. It is not 
necessary to enquire what was the pre- 
cise cause of the outbreak. There is 
always somo especial straw which 
causes the impending crash, and.very 
likely the question of samurai ‘pén- 
sions was the firebrand in the present 
instance. If it had not been that, how- 
ever, it would have. been something 
else. It was notin the. nature :of 
things that the sweeping changes which 
are in progress should be carried: ont 
without some collision betweon the:old 
and the new forces, Happy will it’be 
for the country if this is the last ont- 
break of the-kind. Apart from. the 
local distress and individual misery 
which the contest will entail, Japan 
can ill-afford the cost at which victory 
has been gained. Ata time whon her 
finances have been strained to meet the 
cost of recent innovations, and the peo 
ple are uneasy under o new system. of 
taxation which presses more heavilysin 
some quarters than the old, ‘she: can 
ill afford to throw away additional 
millions in suppressing internal: dis- 
order. The money has been readily 
forthcoming,—in a great measure :pro- 
bably through the extraordinary facili- 
ties which the Government: enjoys for 
creating paper. money, Japan : béing 
one country in the world where.the 
people prefer: assignats to hard .coin, 
But this very facility involves @ serious 
danger, if the Government should :bo 
gradually led to take advantage. of sit. 
Tt was rumoured quite recently..that 
an additional issue of £8,000,000. of 
paper money was contemplated ; and it 
is difficult to see from what other 
sonree the £5,000,000 which the 
Satsuma rebellion is said to have 
already cost, can be met. - The Go- 
vernment can hardly have that euzplus, 
and the foreign loan which is hinted.at 
has at any rate not yet been negotiated. 
It has been declared that the new paper 
is intended only to replace # portion 
of the,old which is getting -worn: ont. 
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Weare glad to accept the explanation ; 
= bnt’the fact remains that a great outlay 
¢hbas,been inenrred at a time when the 
sxpeople are said to be impoverished and 
citueasy under a taxation they complain 
2.0f as‘excessive. And it is conceivable, 
from:this point of view, that the in- 
ience caused by -the Satsuma 
bellion may last long beyond the 
‘time. of its suppression. It may in 
‘fact: be questioned whether it would 
ot have been cheaper, on the whole,

° OHINESE INTEREST IN THE TURKISH WAR. 


'azeR canbe no doubt that the Chinese 
iow with the most intense interest the 
struggle now going on in -Europe 
‘and Asia between their dreaded neigh- 
wbour and the Tarks, They are in- 
»formed of all the incidents of the two 
campaigns, and they watch the news 
‘swhich the telegrams bring with keen 
eanxiety., The foreigner who will talk 
« to‘them on the all-absorbing subject is 
“always popular, and they display the 
most.-lively and vivid. curiosity when 
the great struggle agsames any new 
phase, As wo might expect, the vic- 
tories of the Turks afford them the 
keonest satisfaction. Up to a recent 
date, in spite of some bluster and 
bravado, there wes no doubt that the 
Ohineso feared tho Weatern nations, 
nd:they are.quite wise enough to know 
‘that it would. be extreme folly to take 
any,step which would provoke an 
‘attack upon :them by any-of the half- 
jozdin great.European Powers; but the 
Chinaman now watches events and reads 
=the sigus ‘of the times, and scans the 
"political. situation with attentive eyes. 
: He’ is ‘perfectly well aware how the 
powerfal European nations are holding 
sveneh other in check, and he watches 
© the great chess-board with a strong 
impression that at no distant dato he 
lomay find himself with a very consider 
‘able interest in the result of the game, 
‘He has estimated the strength, size, 
population, revenue, and resources of 
the Turkish Empire, and the conclusion 
is. gradually presenting itself to him 
that if Tarkey can make so bold a 
resistance to the aggressions of the vast 
: and ambitious Despotism, the Middle 
Kingdom with her four hundred 
millions of people need not feel 
any great alarm. As telegram after 
telegram comes in, announcing now 
“that Dervish Pasha has carried the 
advanced Russian positions at Batoum ;” 
‘again, “that the Russians are repulsed 
‘-on the Osman Bazar road ;” later, “that 
«Suleiman Pasha -has arrived at Elena, 
north of the Balkans ;” and later yet, 
“that Ahmed Mukhtar Pacha has 
defeated the Russians with vast loss ;” 
the spirits of the Chinaman rise, and 
he looks forward with a confidence not 
altogether ill-placed towards his- own 
future chances, if the clash with the 
Giant should come. 
For our own part, though thoroughly 
--understanding tho feelings of the native, 
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and seeing nothing discreditable in 
them, we cannot forgot that between 
the Tark and the Chinese there is a 
wide difference. The Tark has doubt- 
less many faults, but he is “a man of 
war from his youth.” Each soimitar 
is wielded by a combatant who feels as 
strongly as if the whole fight rested on 
him. And this is a matter of the first 
importance. An intelligent Neapolitan 
gentleman remarked during the Crimean 
‘War, when he saw a Rassian and an 
English regiment drawn up together 
in the same square:—‘ See, there 
is but one face in that whole 
regiment; while in that (pointing 
to tho English) overy soldior has a 
face of his. own.” If this observa~ 
tion has any trath in it whon 
applied to the contrast between the 
Englishman and the Russian, it hae 
far greater force when applied to the 
difference between the Turk and the 
Chinese. The courage of an army is 
the sum total of the courage which the 
individual soldiers bring with them to 
it, rather than of that which they 
derive from it. Now it is idle to say 
that from their traditions or esprit de 
corps tho:-Chinese would derive any- 
thing. Comparatively to European 
troops, the “ever victorious army” was 
a mere mob of coolies. ‘The spirit and 
genius of the nation are utterly averse 
to war or warlike fame. The name of 
a soldier is not, as it is in Turkey, a 
name of credit and honour; it is a term 
of contempt. According to the old 
and well worn proverb, “any iron will 
make a-nail and any fellow a soldier.” 
The commercial instincts of the people 
are developed, as we know to our cost, 
to an extraordinary degree. The Ohina- 
man chaffering, the Chinaman caleula- 
ting the rate of exchange, the Ohina- 
mau trying to get a candareen moro 
for his goods, is a happy, an efficient, 
an unsurpassable creature; but the 
glories of war have no attraction for 
him. Though some of the stories about 
the helplessness of the Chinese soldiers 
during the Taiping’ rebellion are pro- 
bably ingenious and somewhat malicions 
inventions, there is no doubt that the 
show by the Imperial armies was far 
from good. Of course, in a war with 
any European Power to-day, things 
would be altered. The Chinese would 
have better leaders, and very tolerable 
equipments. They would be able to 
command iron-clads and the guns of 
Krupp, and they have vast masses of 
men. Still, though the news from 
Balgaria and Armenia proves that an 
Oriental Power can even in these days 
give a European Power much trouble, 
the fact stated above remains, that all 
Orientals are. not alike. The Chinese 
must not imagine that they would find 
their task an easy one, because the 
Russians have discovered that the 
conquest of Turkey is not a mere walk 
over, and that the expulsion of the 
Mohammedans bag and baggage from 
Europe is a heavier task than Mr. 
Gladstone professed to expect. 
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CLIVE’S DESIGNS ON CHINA. 

Ox the twenty-third of June, seventeen 
hundred and fifty seven, Robert Olive 
won the battle of Plassey. The forces 
under his command amounted to ‘three _ 
thousand two hundred, not more than 
nine hundred of whom were Eutopeans, 
and his artillery consisted of eight’ six. 
pounders and two howitzers. Suraja 
Dowlah brought against him fifty thou. 
sand foot, eighteen thousand horse, and 
fifty picoes of cannon. The victory was 
the first and perheps the most astound. 
ing event in that long chapter ‘of 
marvels, the English conquest of India. 
‘After such a triamph everything seemed 
possible to the audacious genius of the 
young commander. For we must re- 
member that Clive was only thirty-two 
when he achieved this signal, and’ in 
many ways unprecedented, success. It 
is not to be wondered at that all things 
seemed possible to a man who had 
strnok so decisive a stroke; and, accord. ° 
ingly, tho year after Plassey, Clive wrote 
to the Government and proposed to 
conquer China if Parliament would 
give him fifteen thousand men. 

This fact, which has not, so far as 
we are aware, been laid much stress 
upon, appears to us worth reoollecting, 
For, though we may nob go so far as 
Pitt, and describe Olive as “a heaven- 
born general,” ho was undonbtedly a 
man of marvellous military genius; and 
if any Huropean could have conquored 
China, Clive would have been that man, 
He. would have found a ruler of mark 
upon the Dragon Throne... The great 
Keenlung’s long reign of sixty yoars 
comprised the period of Olive’s glorious 
career, and had the British Government 
listened to the proposition of the Indian 
general, the expedition would: have 
been undertaken against China at her 
best. Of course, she was not freo 
from internal troubles. There were 
many and sanguinary ware going 
on upon the western frontiers, The 
Emperor was rathless in the vengeance 
he took against all who opposed him, 
and we should have witnessed atrooities 
to prisoners, in Clive’s China campaign, 
similar to those which had caused the 
terrible retribution of Plassey; but 
though the conquest might have cost 
more men and more money than Clive 
calculated would be necessary, it would 
have been certain to have been achieved 
in the end. 

‘Would it have been for the good of 
the two nations, or would it have been 
good for England and bad for Chins, 
or vice versé? Men will be disposed to 
answer these questions in different 
ways, and their replies will be modified 
largely by the spirit prevalent at the 
time amongst those political writers 
who deal with political matters in’a 
philosophical spirit.

ones that have occurred lately, serve to 
show that the gaol has lost much of its 
terror for evildoers.

sions of revenue were called for. We 
have now received a memorial from the 
Censor Hu P'ing-che to the following 
effect :—“ It is reported that, at the pro- 
spect of reductions and remissions. of 
taxation being granted, tho magistrates of 
departments and districts in the province 
in question are hastening to enforce im- 
mediate collection of the revenuo, ‘with, & 
view to falsely representing hereafter that 
the people are in arrears and converting to 
their own use the amounts obtained. 
When distributions of grain take place, it 
lias further to bo stated, the clerks and 
underlings take advantage of theopportunity 
to lovy exactions, demanding future repay- 
ments at the rate of cent per cent. The 
famine sufferers are ‘consequently deterred 
from venturing to apply for relief, and 
cases actually happen in which payments in 
money are offered to exempt individuals 
from receiving their quota of relief. As I 
am now informed, this abuse is practised 
also in the provinces of Honan and Shan- 
tung.” The territorial authorities are in 
duty bound to use their utmost endeavours 
to cause Our bounty to reach the sufferers 
whom it is intended to relieve ; and it is 
indeed most scandalous if conduet such as 
is represented in the memorial now before 
Us is indulged in. We command the Go- 
vernors-General and Governors concerned 
to make active enquiries into the circum- 
stances. Let them feel bound to punish 
most soverely any officials or employés who 
are insensible to the sufferings of the peo- 
ple, and who avail themselves of one 
pretext or another to commit abuses, to 
the end that a warning be given against 
rapacity and corruption, and the interests 
of the people be cared for. 

(2) A Decree. ‘Ting Jih-ch’ang has me- 
morialized Us soliciting leave of absence to 
enable him to return to his native place for 
the care of his health, his complaint having 

in assumed an aggravated character. 

e grant him three months’ congé for this 
purpose. Let Pao Hing 7 = (the 
Lieutenant-Governor) act in his stead as 
Governor of Fubkien. 











(8) A decree in answer toa memorial from. 
the Consos Ha Ping che, who haa represent 
ed that the heads of the principal departments 
of government have failed, of late, to ox- 
ercise any discrimination in the appointment 
of Secretaries to permanent posts after ser- . 
ving their terms of probation. In lieu of do- 
ing their duty in this respect, it is stated, 
tho Presidents and Vice-Presidents. aré 
accustomed to institute merely the formal 
examination prescribed by law, without 
exercising in a single instance their powers 
of rejection for inefficiency. It follows, 
consequently, that men of bad character 
succeed in introducing themselves among 
tho official ranks. It is commanded here- 
upon, in view of the importance of the 
interests involved, and with special rofe- 
rence to the Hanlin College and he Court 
of Censors, that a severe discrimination bo 
henceforward exercised by the heals of 
departments, in order to socure a proper 
class of functionaries. The Hanlin College 
in particular is required, the time being 
now at hand when it should submit for 
approbation a list of proposals for the office 
of Censor, to make its selection as justice 
demands, choosing none but individuals of 
upright, spotless, and judicious character. 

(4) The Censor Shen Hung memorializes 
dwelling upon the calamitous visilations in 
the shape of drought, floods, tempestuous 
weather, and plagues of locusts, with which 
divers provinces have of late been afllicted ; 
and urges that the servants of the Stato 
throughout the Empire be called upon to

Should underhand 
dealings, or attempts at smuggling be at- 
tempted, detection will result in a fine,— 
already defined by regulation, of treble the 
amount of lekin leviable. ; 

'3.—Goods purchaséd: from foreign firms 
by native brokers for transportinland, either 
by Innd or water route, will be examin 
by all branch lekii offices, the persons in 
charge of which will eall for, and examine, 
tho Tekin receipts issued by this office. 
Should no receipts be forthcoming, the 
goods concerned will be detained pending 
report to this office and decision as to the 
fine to be inflicted. 

‘4,—When proferring payment of Ickin, 
tho goods concerned ‘data be submitted 
for examination, and if packages, weight, 
&e., agree, the goods will be stamped an 
released. ‘Should the goods concerned be 
numerous or bulky, on application to that 
effect being made, an officer will be deputed 
to proceed and examine the parcels on the 
spot, to the prevention of underhand 
doings. 

‘Sin the case of exports—excepting 
tea and silk which will be dealt with 
separately—all goods will be taxed to the 
extent of three-tenths of the (Customs) tariff 
rate. Goods owned by foreign hongs are 
exempt from impost, but acts of col 
(vith natives) will, on detection, result in 
the infliction of a fine. 

6.—Native merchants purchasing goods 
from foreign firms for transport to the 
interior, must, in the first instance, tender 
payment of import lekin, after which the 
May take delivery. Gn goods destine 
for the interior under transit pass, and 
aot for storage in, the port, all’ local 
dues must be paid in full,’ on which 
this office will issue passes under which 
the goods may be forwarded in  in- 
stalments, and without liability at tho Inst 
barrier reached. As to (Chinese owned) 
native produce, it has not, to date, been 
permissible to convey the same under transit 
pass; therefore, lekin, as per tariff, is pay- 
‘fable thereon. Attempted frauds in connec- 
tion with this produce will be treated as 
acts of smuggling. 

7.—As to goods of all description stored 
in foreign hongs, it is provided by treaty 
that the lekin officials may, at convenience, 
devise measures for the prevention of 
smuggling and other malpractices; with 
this intent, therefore, this office will ap- 
point an olcer to make monthly inspee- 
fions and take note of unsold stock. (Whi 
action is provided for by Art. 46 of the 
Treat; 

8. 











Native merchants, when paying [ekg 
and obtaining passes, must make careful 
note as to the city, street, &., for which 
the goods are destined ; also furnish parti- 
culars of the water route to be traversed in 
the ovent of the goods being forwarded by 
water, in order that full inspection may be 
made, and acts of smuggling be prevented. 
If it be sought to re-export goods 

imported by foreign firms on the score of 
their being unsuited to the market; lekin 
thereon will be remitted if on examination 
at the Customs it is proved that they re- 
‘main as intact as when imported. (Art. 45, 
of the Treaty provides for this treatment. 

10.—Recent regulations provide that 
within foreign Settlements foreign products 
are exempt from lekin, but that beyond 
Settlement limits lekin is leviable on foreign 
and native produce alike. Pending the 
fixing of Settlement boundaries, the regu- 
Iations hitherto in force affecting lekin levies 
will be enforced. 

11.—The Settlement boundaries once de- 
termined on, this office will take cogni- 
zance of native produce, the property 
of Chinese merchants found therein, this 
measure constituting a simple control over 
native merchandize by the local authorities. 
Should there be. connivance with foreign 
firms in respect to ownership; or should the 








latter extend protection with a view to 
frauds on the lekin revenue, detection will 
result in the confiscation of the goods con- 
cerned, and the Consul to which the 
foreign firm is amenable being called on to 
levy a fine, to the end that treaty stipula- 
tions be upheld, (Vide Art. 48 of Treaty.) 

The above rules, based on those in force 
at Ningpo, have been drawn up to meet 
the circumstances of the oceasion ; they are 
in accord with, and in a measure explana- 
tory of Treaty stipulations, and are put 
forth in a spirit of equity’ in the general 
interest of the lekin revenue. 

Reouiatioxs Resrecrixe Orrox. 

1.—Lekin on opium in the Wénchow 
district will be collected in accordance with 
the Ningpo system, viz., at the rate of 
Tis. 40 per chest, 40 balls constituting a 
chest of Patna, and 100 catties one of 
Malwa, 

2.—On opium being imported -it will be 
oxamined by the Customs and deposited in 
foreign godowns under bond, report of the 
amount arriving being made to this office. 
On sales being made, the purchaser is to 
be directed to pay Jekin’ and obtain the 
stamped release slips supplied by this office, 
after which tho drug may be’ delivered: 
Cases of smuggiing will be visited by a fino 
of Tis, 1,000 for each picul smuggled. 

3.—As rogards the Opium lelin, it is 
customary at Ningpo—owing to a mutual 
agreement existing amongst foreign firms 
—for them to pay the lekin, hence, from 
the levy of Tis. 40, the sum of Tis. 5 is 
refunded to the compradore of the firm 
concerned, and Tl. 1 is paid to the native 
broker, a’sum of Tis. 34 accruing to the 


lekin office. 

Foreign firms in Wenchow not having 
arranged for making payments in the man- 
ner just described, there is no necessity, at 
present, for making the refunds mentioned. 

‘So soon as foreign firms have come to 
an understanding on the question, the 
allowance will be made in due course, and, 
gt the same time, more detailed measures 

exercising control over operations wi 
be promulgated. a
